In 1960? 


Despite the substantial support 
for Boston’s Sen. John Kennedy 


and the quieter movement to 
nominate Mis- 
souri’s Sen. 
Stuart Syming- 
ton at the 1960 
Democratic Na- 
tional #Conven- 
tion, all the 
polls show 
Adlai Stevenson 
to be the most 
povular choice. 
Stevenson, old- 


er, with an always great intel- 
lectual maturity augmented by 
world travel and the invaluable 
eye-to-eye experience thereby ob- 
tained, is, without question, the 
outstanding Democrat. He is the 
only one of international stature. 
The voting, of course, is not in- 
ternational. But in his own coun- 


try he leads all other Democrats 
in all the polls conducted to in- 
dicate presidential preference. 

Is it likely Stevenson will be a 
third-term nominee? 

As of now the odds are against 
it. But he may not be ruled out. 

He did not want to run in 1952. 
He could not withdraw in 1956. 
He was the titular head of the 
party. He had labored heroically | 
to pay off its debts. He fought his 
way through the man-killing pref- 
erential primaries. He stood off 
the attempt by former President 
Harry Truman to deny him the 
nomination. 


Owes Nothing 


He owes the party nothing. In 
neither campaign did the leaders 
in key states give him whole- 
hearted support. In New York 
and Illinois, for example, the or- 
ganization gave most of its at- 
tention to local races. Despite the 
fact that Adlai Stevenson had 
made every possibl’ compromise 
with the South, it, too, refused to 
get out and work. Florida, Vir- 
ginia, Tennessee, Texas and Ken- 
tucky voted Republican. The 
Deep South states gave him small 
majorities. But in each there was 
a clamor against him. 

So, he owes the party nothing. 

He has said he would not again 
be a candidate. But he would 
have some difficulty refusing a 
genuine draft, such as the one of 
1952. 

He likely would be unwise to 
take it. If the battle for the nomi- 
nation should be long and mean, 
as it may well be, the party would 
not be effective in the November 
election. Harry Truman will be 
behind Symington. Sen. Kennedy 
will come with a large total of 
pledges. There will be a lot of 
bruises if they are defeated by 
Stevenson’s partisans. 

We will know a little more 
about the politics of 1960 once 
the Supreme Court renders its 
verdict on the schools following 
the oral arguments of Sept. 11. 
If the court refuses the requested 
stay we will move uu to the clos- 
ing of schools in sume districts 
in some states. As long as they 
remain closed nothing can be 
done about it. But any attempt 
to open private schools will see 
injunctions filed against them. 


Also, those states planning to 
pay students a sum to be spent 
on education at any place they 
choose will be @énjoined if they 
collect school taxes. It already 
is difficult to get into college. “ew 
will be admitted from unaccred- 
ited high schools. 


The Odds 


The odds are that the Deep 
South states will, after Sept. 11 
and the decision that follows, be 
in such a state of chaos and re- 
gentment that they will not sup- 
port a Democratic nominee. They 
will either bolt or withhold their 
electoral votes. But the border 
states will not join this orgy of 
political disembowelment. This 
plan could not defeat Harry Tru- 
man in 1948. It can’t control in 
1960. 

The Republicans already know 
they will have no chance in the 
Deep South states. They will make 
no effort. 


So, we are very likely to see 
the 1960 campaign run entirely 
by the Eastern and Western Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans. If that

Slugeed on 
Sidewalk

An Atlanta nurse was beaten 
by a mystery assailant as she 
walked home from a trolley stop 
Sunday night. 

Miss Lena Ira Poteat, 54, of 
912 St. Charles Ave., NE, said a 
young, blond-haired white youth, 
about 16, beat her with a tire tool. 

“I had just got off the trolley 
at N. Highland and was walking 
home on St. Charles when I 
noticed this boy walking close 
behind me,” she said. “I started 
walking faster and he followed 
close on my heels ... I ran 
and he caught up and hit me.” 
Miss Poteat was found un- 
conscious on the sidewalk just a 
few doors from her home by a 
pedestrian. A doctor at Grady 
Hospital said she was in “‘serious”’ 
condition with six deep gashes in 
her skull and severe body lacera- 
tions. 

Homicide detectives theorized 
the attack must have been the 
action of a madman. The nurse’s 
purse was found untouched beside 
her body. 

The site was the spot where 
Mrs. Vera Sue Gibbs, 32, was crit- 
ically stabbed two months ago. 
Detectives said circumstances 
of the attack on Mrs. Gibbs the 
night of July 8 and on Miss Po- 
teat were similar. Both women 
were attacked shortly before 9 
p.m. and their descriptions of the 
assailant compared in many as- 
pects. 

Shortly after midnight Miss Po- 
teat regained consciousness and 
described the incident to homi- 
cide detectives R. P. McGee and 
J. F. Johnson.

Red Premier Chou En-lal op- 
ened the diplomatic maneuvering 
Saturday with a call for new am- 
bassadorial talks with the United 
States to keep peace in Formosa 
Strait. What he asked for was a 
resumption of talks broken off at 
Geneva last Dec. 12. President 
Eisenhower welcomed Chou’s of- 
fer and said Ambassador Beam is 
waiting in Warsaw to start talk- 


In many Far East quarters, 
however, the Red Chinese state- 
ment was being viewed as a 
propaganda move to gain conces- 
sions. Some authorities on the 
Peiping regime reckon that the 
offer for talks was aimed at win- 
ning recognition. 

Red China is not recognized by 
the United States and some of its 
allies. Peiping has no represen- 
tation in the United Nations. The

Reports from over the state have in- 
dicated less voter interest in the guber- 
natorial contest than in many years. This 
is understandable in that it doesn’t seem 
to be much of a contest. 

Local races in some communities have 
stirred considerable heat as have sev- 
eral contests for congressional seats. In 
general, however, observers are predict- 
ing a lighter vote than usual. 

When we say “lighter vote than 
usual,” we refer to the habit of far too 
many Georgians in staying away from 
the polls on election day. On the average, 
fewer than a third of Georgia's citizens 
of voting age cast their ballots in pri- 
maries and general elections. 

There are more than 2,200,000 people 
of voting age in the state. In the last 
general election’ two years ago, 33 per 
cent voted. Here in Atlanta the per- 
centage voting in state and national elec- 
tions is even less but citizens have set 
records in going to the polls in two re- 
cent local campaigns. 

There are, of course, many people in- 
eligible to vote—some simply not qual- 
ified and many others who will not take 
the trouble to register. But there is no 
excuse for failure to vote by those who 
are registered. 

The state primary is now only two 
days away. Many things will be de- 
cided which will affect the lives and 
pocketbooks of every citizen. They should 
be the concern of every eligible voter. 
For instance, once and for all Georgians 
emphatically should repudiate the loose 
and wasteful practices which have been 
growing in state government. The size 
of the vote should reflect our interest 
and our concern in all these matters. 

As we have said here many times, 
the people are responsible for the type 
of government they get. While the will 
of the majority sometimes can be cir- 
cumvented by the county unit system, 
the issues of the current campaign are 
so clearcut there should be little doubt 
of the wishes of almost everybody. 

The politicians ‘have had their say. 
They have demonstrated in word and 
action what they stand for. 

But Wednesday the voters take over. 
Let their verdict be emphatic and un- 
mistakably decisive! Let every eligible 
voter participate!

Whether or not the tense situation 
over Formosa explodes into another Ko- 
rean-type war or worse, the United States 
again is reminded that we must main- 
tain strong armed forces for an indefi- 
nite period. 

As long as aggressive communism 
seeks to expand through military or oth- 
er means, we are committed to the task 
of preventing it. Through a worldwide 
system of military alliances we are 
pledged to come to the defense of dozens 
of countries bordering the Communist 
bloc as well as others which may be 
threatened by subversion or otherwise. 


It is constructive, therefore, that we 
continue to have reminders that we must 
extend extraordinary effort to military 
strength. As former President Truman 
said a few days ago, it appears obvious 
that the Soviet Union and now Red 
China have been preparing for war for 
more than a decade. The progress which 
Russia has made in science and technol- 
ogy makes it necessary that we exert 
every means to stay ahead. 


A group of experts, scientists and in- 
dustrialists warned last week that by 
the early 1960s missile-firing Soviet sub- 
marines will be capable of devastating 
American cities. This is no pipe dream. 
Russia is building subs at a rate of abcut 
100 a year and it’s estimated she now has 
about 500 in use. 

The experts declare that unless this 
country’s own submarine and antisubma- 
rine programs are pushed with more 
vigor, we soon will be in grave peril. 

We have been warned by group after 
group that we must do more in the fields 
of missiles and rockets and in building 
defenses against them. Our superiority in 
air power is dwindling. The Commu- 
nists have huge land armies, equipped 
with modern weapons. 

In such a world, threatened at all 
times with military aggression, there is 
no substitute for strength. It can be the 
means of averting war until such time 
as the Reds abandon force as the chief 
instrument of policy.

1. Paul has asked attorneys for 
26 Negro children to have an 
order ready for his signing Mon- 
day. This order would enjoin the 
Warren County School Board from 
barring the 26 Negro children 
from a white county high school. 

2. Spokesmen for the 26 plain- 
tiffs say the children probably 
will seek entrance to the Warren 
County High School Tuesday 
morning. 

4. Protesting parents of 30 Ne- 
gro pupils denied admission to 
Charlottesville white schools by: 


Judge John Miller’s court in near- 
by Fort Smith. 

Tate refused to say exactly 
what his suit will ask Judge Mii- 
ler to do. He said its broad pur- 
pose will be to “prevent further 
interference” with integration at 
Van Buren. 

FIVE PATROLMEN 

Judge Miller is holding court 
this week in Harrison, Ark. Tate 
can file the suit, however, with 
Miller’s clerk. 

The school was deserted Sunday 
and Police Chief Voll Russell said 
he is going to do whatever he has 
to do to preserve peace. He has 
five patrolmen besides himself. 

A striking student said he under- 
stood that he and the others would 
have to apologize to the Negroes 
before they could get back into 
school themselves.

The spokesman was Bob

Last July reports from the 
New York fashion showings ap- 
pearing on these pages told you 
to expect to hear from this 
group of visionary youngsters 
under the name of Young Fash- 
ion Creators of America. 

During the past winter, they 
have banded together to pro- 
duce creations that are original 
in design and that represent 
quality and meticulous work- 
manship in misses sizes at a 
price that up to now has only 
been found in the junior field. 

The fashion houses which they 
are representing are Richard 
Cole, Mervin Ross, and Mal- 
colm Charles and their clothes 
have one important thing in 
eommon: they are conceived for 
the fashionwise young woman 
whose bank account hasn’t yet 
caught up to her love of excit- 
ing clothes and for the woman 
with a young figure but not the 
short-waisted junior figure.

A group of interested parents 
have turned an Atlanta estate 
into an independent academy of 
pre-school to seventh grades. 

The Ogden home, styled like 
a Norman castle, has become 
the site of the new Pace Acad- 
emy which opens on West Paces 
Ferry road Sept. 15. 

“‘We realized that young par- 
ents didn’t have a lot of money 
to finance a school,”” said Mrs. 
Jane R. Tuggle, school’s direc- 
tor. ‘So we made Pace a non- 
profit organization. And we 
were only able to get the school 
because the parents and friends 
were willing to co-operate and 
help us.” 


FIRST JOB 


The first job for parents was 
to raise money to purchase the 
estate, 20 acres with valuable 
gardens as well as the building 
itself. The initial funds were 
raised by investments from par- 
ents as well as children in the 
form of loans paying a set rate 
of interest and maturing in 1982. 
In the final transaction, 20 par- 
ents and friends underwrote 
loans. 

But once the school became a 
reality, the parents’ work really 
began. 

Between now and the first day 
of classes, parents will be join- 
ing in to get everything in or- 
der. Also much of the secre- 


tarial work of answering phones | 


and mailing out letters has been 
handled by parents. 

The school, which now has an 
enrollment of 150 with 14 staff 
members, will also provide aft- 


er-school hours help from par- 
ents for specialized training in 


such courses as math and sci- 
ence. 


AFTER-SCHOOL CLASSES 


“These after-school classes 
will be carried on chiefly by the 
fathers, giving the men more 
of an opportunity to participate 
in school activities. Several of 
the fathers, for example, are 
scientists and will help students 
with an inclination toward those 
subjects,” explained Mrs. Tug- 
gle. 

Another parent, Mrs. Anthony

MOSCOW (UPI) — Cleveland 
industrialist Cyrus Eaton and his 
wife took a drive Sunday in his 
brand-new troika and three horses, 
a gift from Soviet Premier Nikita 
S. Khrushchev. 

The troika, classical Russian 
three - horse carriage, and the 
horses will be taken back to 
Eaton’s Acadia Farms near Cleve- 
land, and the Soviet Ministry of 
Agriculture is sending a trainer 
along to show the Americans how 
to drive it and care for the 
horses. 

The gift apparently was’a ges- 
ture of appreciation for a prize 
bull which Eaton presented to 
Soviet Minister of Agriculture 
Vladimir Matskevich when he vis- 
ited Eaton's farm. 

Eaton, reported to be one of 
the world’s wealthiest business- 
men, has been on a visit to the 
Soviet Union for the past ten 
days. During that time he had an 
interview with Khrushchev. He is 
due to leave Monday. 

On the eve of Eaton’s departure, 
the Soviet party newspaper Prav 
da published an article by him in 
which he recommended that Pres- 
ident Eisenhower visit the Soviet 
Union “‘to get an impression of 
the speed and energy with which 
the Soviet Union is advancing.”’ 

Eaton said the President would 
“convince himself how devoted 
people of all layers of society here 
are for the socialist system.”

Premier Was Goal 


Of Land Mine 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI)—Eight 
Lebanese gendarmes were wound- 
ed when a mine exploded under 
their jeep in another abortive at- 
tempt on the life of Premier Sami 
Es-Solh, it was reported Sunday. 

The mine, detonated by an elec- 
tric battery, blew up under the 
jeep patrol last Saturday night on 
the mountain road linking Beirut 
with the prime minister’s summer 
residence at Mansouriegh. Solh 
was scheduled to pass the spot 
shortly afterward. 

It was the third recent attempt 
upon Solh’s life. The premier was 
the target of a similar assassina- 
tion attempt last July 29. Six per- 
sons were killed on the same road 
when a bomb was touched off 
only seconds before Solh’s car 
was due to pass. 


Recently a onetime Lebanese 
convict was seized near Solh’s 
home and confessed that he went 
to the prime minister’s residence 
after training in Syria to kill him. 

A statement issued by Acting 
Foreign Minister Dr. Albert Mok- 
heiber Sunday said: 

“The perpetrators believed that 
the two vehicles were the ones 
which usually precede the car of 
the prime minister. In fact, the 


prime minister was due to pass 


through the same place shortly 
afterwards.” 

Mokheiber, a medical doctor 
who heads the ministry of health, 
said four of the gendarmes were 
knocked unconscious by the blast. 
He ordered the men to his home 
for emergency treatment before 
sending them to Beirut hospitals.

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Sultan Gives 
Only Colony 
To Pakistan

LONDON—Sultan Said Bin Tai- 
mur of Muscat and Oman ceded 
his only overseas colony to Paki- 
stan Monday. 

The colony is the port and pen- 
insula of Gwadar on the Gulf of 
Oman, about 75 miles east of 
Pakistan's Iranian border. 

Gwadar was important in the 
old days as a slave port on the 
notorious Mekran coast. It was 
part of the dynastic empire that 
included the rich island of Zanzi- 
bar, which is now a British pro- 
tectorate off the East African 
coast of Kenya. 


BRITISH HELP 


The cession of Gwadar was an- 
nounced early Monday by the 
foreign office, which used Brit- 
ain’s good offices in bringing 
about the transfer. The statement 
said: 

“The territory of Gwadar, an 
enclave on the Mekran coast of 
Pakistan, has been under the con- 
trol of the Sultan of Muscat and 
Oman since the end of the 18th 
century. 

“The Sultan’s right to exercise 
this control has not been acknow!l- 
edged by the Pakistan govern- 
ment, who, in 1949, raised the 
question of a possible transfer 
of Gwadar to Fakistan.”’ 

The statement went on to say 
that the Sultan had informed 
Britain he had decided to trans- 
fer Gwadar to Pakistan effective 
so “as a gesture of good- 


ANVIL-SHAPED 


Gwadar is an anvil-shaped pe- 
ninsula about 20 miles wide at 
the end. The port is in a narrow 
neck of the peninsula. The Mek- 
ran Coast was a base for slaving 
expeditions among Baluchi tribes 
in the hinterland, just as Zanzi- 
bar was the base for slaving 
operations on the African main- 
land. 

The former importance of these 
outposts of the old Muscati em- 
pire is evident in the composition 
of the populations of Muscat and 
Matrah. The towns, nearly ad- 
jacent, have a combined popu- 
lation of 12,000, which is one- 
third Baluchi, one-third Negro and 
one-third Indian.
